ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT. 


In  making  my  first  report  to  the  tax  payers  of  the  Town 
of  Durham,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  explain  how  and  where  the 
money  entrusted  to  my  care  has  been  expended.  At  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Road  Agents  to  arrange  for  the  division  of  the 
money  appropriated,  it  was  agreed  that  8500.00  would  be 
enough  to  make  all  needed  repairs  on  my  section.  I  there- 
fore make  this  report  to  show  why  I  have  exceeded  my  part  of 
the  road  money.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  terrible 
freshet  of  March  1,  1896,  wrought  sad  havoc  with  the  bridge 
atWiswall's  Mills;  at  the  time  when  the  water  was  at  its  high 
est,  a  large  cake  of  ice  crowded  under  the  bridge,  raising  the 
entire  structure  ;  fortunately  the  ice  slipped  through  letting 
the  bridge  tall  back  into  place,  leaving  the  planks  thrown  up 
like  straws  in  every  direction  and  with  the  loss  of  one  stringer. 
My  first  estimate  was  that  $50.00  would  restore  the  bridge  to 
its  original  condition,  but  as  the  water  subsided  I  found  that 
the  foundation  stone  under  the  corner  of  one  of  the  abut- 
ments had  been  swept  away  ;  this,  of  course,  made  it  nee 
to  rebuild  the  abutment.  \s  this  was  my  first  public  work, 
and  knowing  that  the  safety  oi  the  traveling  public  depended 
on  me,  the  only  thing  to  d  >  was  to  repair  the  damage,  which 
1  proceeded  to  do  on  April  1st.  and  in   six   days   the    job  was 
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completed,  the  abutment  rebuilt,  new  plank  entire  for  one 
bridge  and  two  new  stringers  for  the  other,  and  railings  put 
up  substantially  and  boarded,  at  a  cost  of  $189.26. 

The  next  important  work  was  on  the  Dry  bridge,  so 
called,  near  the  residence  of  T.  H.  Wiswall.  This  work  was 
commenced  none  too  soon,  as  on  removing  the  bridge  the 
stringers  were  found  badly  decayed  ;  some  of  them  would  not 
hold  together  to  remove;  one  abutment  was  rebuilt  and  one- 
half  of  the  other,  eight  new  stringers,  and  200  feet  of  new 
railing  at  a  total  cost  of  S2S.90. 

Of  my  other  work  I  would  say,  that  although  in  some 
cases  it  would  be  considered  "blind  work,"  it  was  work  that  was 
necessary  to  be  done — that  was  the  rebuilding  of  the  culverts. 
Of  these  may  be  mentioned :  one  near  the  residence  of 
Leonard  Philbrick,  one  near  the  residence  T.  H.  \\ "iswall,  one 
near  the  residence  of  Joseph  bascom  ;  new  cement  tile  to  re- 
place old  bridge  plank,  and  another  of  the  same  material  op- 
posite the' house  of  Leander  Hutcherson.  On  the  turnpike 
one  rebuilt  and  mostly  new  material  furnished  ;  below  the  res- 
idence of  Geo.  Mathes:  another  45  ft.  in  length  near  school 
house,  new  one  ft.  tile  ;  another  new  cement  tile  opposite  the 
driveway  of  Geo.  P.  Demeritt,  and  another  on  the  old  road  near 
the  entrance  to  looses  G.  Woodman's  road.  In  some  cases 
complaint  was  made  to  me,  and  suit  against  the  town  threat- 
ened in  case  I  neglected  to  fix  them  satisfactorily.  I  have 
satisfied  all  complainants,  but  there  are  still  several  culverts  in 
my  section  in  bad  shape  which  will  need  attention  in  the  near 
future.  Of  my  other  work,  I  would  say  that  1  have  put  the 
road  in  shape  with  the  road  machine  over  all  my  section.  In 
one  place  between  the  Lee  line  and  Newmarket  line,  in  the 
Hook  (so  called),  the  road  was  put  in  shape  where  nothing 
had  been  done  before  for  seven  years.  And  on  different  por- 
tions of  my  section,  where  needed  most.  2S1  loads  of  gravel 
have  been  put  on  the  past  season,  and  the  work  was  all  done, 
with  the  exception  of  some    emergency   jobs,  before    July   so 


* 
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that  the  people  had  the  benefit  of  a  good  road  for  their  sum- 
mer travel.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  TREASURER 

ON    TRUST    FUNDS,    HELD     BY     THE     TOWN     OF 

DURHAM. 


By  vote#of  the  Town  of  Durham  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
March  10,.  1891,  and  again  March  10,  1896,  the  various  trust 
funds  were  to  be  separated  from  the  Treasurer's  book  and  re- 
corded in  a  separate  book  kept  for  such  purpose  exclusively. 
In  acccordance  with  the  spirit  of  these  two  votes,  I  have  made 
a  careful  search  of  the  town  records  since  1880,  and  have 
copied  every  vote  relating  to  any  one  of  the  funds,  now  num- 
bering four,  in  a  new  book  which  I  have  marked  Fund  Book, 
and  which  I  hope  will  hereafter  be  made  use  of  as  the  proper 
and  only  place  where  the  financial  statements  relative  to  said 
trusts  shall  be  kept,  since  it  is  only  the  income  from  these 
sums  of  money  that  is  available  for  any  purpose,  and  that  onlv 
for  the  specific  purposes  named  in  the  various  bequests. 

I  would  also. recommend  to  the  voters'  consideration,  the 
vote  passed  March  12,  1889,  by  which  the  "Selectmen  were 
instructed  to  appoint  an  Agent  to  look  after  Cemetery  Legacies.'' 
A  trust  fund  should  either  be  rejected  at  the  outset  or  else  be- 
ing accepted,  should  be  faithfully  used  in  exact  accordance 
with  the  bequest ;  and  it  should  be  the  duty  of  some  specific 
agent  to  see  that  each  income  is  properly  expended. 
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I  am  indebted  to  Hod.  Joshua  B.  Smith,  Treasurer 
of  the  George  Ffrost  Temperance  Association  for  the  privilege 
of  examining  all  the  books  of  that  organization  and  I  herewith 
present  a  condensed  statement  of  its  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures since  Oct.  1882,  up  to  Oct.  1896  ;  the  last  dividend  just 
turned  over  to  the  treasurer  does  not  show  on  this  account  as 
it  does  on  the  Town  Treasurer's,  thus  accounting  for  the  dif- 
ference between  the  footings  of  the  two  accounts. 

The  following  record  of  the  votes  passed  and  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  for  the  entire  time  each  fund  has 
been  held  by  the  town  seem  to  me  to  be  proper  matters  for 
permanent  record,  and  I  therefore  include  them  in  this  report, 
trusting  that  their  value  may  offset  the  cost  of  printing.

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the  above  bequest  into  effect,  the  above  legacy,  with   the  divi 
dends  therefrom,  shall  revert  to  my  executor   to    be    disposed 
of  by    him    in    the  same  manner  as  other  property  herein  de- 
vised to  him  in   trust.

FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF    THE 


DURHAM   PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Durham  Public  Library  submit  the 
following  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1897. 

The  board  reorganized  March  21,  1896,  and  re-elected 
the  same  officers.  During  the  past  year  one  hundred  and 
eleven  books  and  magazines  have  been  presented  to  the  libra  ■ 
ry,  (see  appendix)  and  two  hundred  and  forty-one  books  have 
been  purchased,  making  the  total  number  now  in  the  library 
fifty-one  hundred  and  nineteen  books. 

The  average  circulation  is  the  same  as  last  year,  two 
hundred  books  per  week. 

Extra  shelving  will  soon  be  required,  and,  as  nearly  all 
the  space  room  on  the  walls  has  been  utilized,  alcoves  will 
probably  have  to  be  built  another  year. 

The  trustees  would  call  the  attention  of  our  citizens  to 
the  large  and  valuable  donation  of  books  from  our  Librarian, 
Miss  Mary  E.  Smith,  who  still  shows  her  warm  devotion  to 
the  interests  of  our  library.

The  custom  of  allowing-' students  to'take  out  a  number  of 
books  at  a  time  to  aid  in  lines  of  study  of  investigation  has 
been  appreciated  except  in  a  few  instances. 

The  charge  for  insurance  in  the  expenses  is  for  three 
y'ears  instead  of  for  one  year  as  formerly,  and  in  this  way  a 
saving  of  thirty  dollars,  or  ten  dollars  per  year  is  made.  There 
\vill  be  no  charge  for  insurance  for  the  next  two  years. 

The  library  exerts  a  great  influence  upon  the  community, 
and  every  citizen  should  receive  assistance  from  it.  A  libra- 
ry is  a  repository  of  information,  suited  to  all  conditions  of  soci- 
ety. Our  citizens  should,  in  their  youth,  cultivate  a  love  for 
reading,  which  will  exert  an  influence  for  good  during  their 
whole  lives,  and  the  library  should  rank  with  our  public 
schools  as  a  means  of  education.

ANNUAL    REPORT 


OF 


The  Board  of  Education, 

For  the  Year  Ending  Feb.  15,  1897. 


The  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year  finds  us  with  five 
schools  in  a  prosperous  condition.  The  teachers  are  capable 
and  faithful,  and  wide  awake  bright  scholars  are  the  result  of 
their  earnest  efforts. 

The  members  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  will  be  pleased  to  learn 
that  a  large  number  of  the  pupils  have  taken  hold  of  the  study 
of  Physiology,  from  the  "Authorized  Series"  with  evident 
pleasure;  while  nearly,  if  not  quite,  every  scholar  studies  a 
certain  amount  of  it  either  from  the  text  books  or  from  oral 
instruction. 

There  are  many  scholars  whose  names  should  appear  on 
the  Roll  of  Honor,  if  the  effort  to  be  punctual  was  all  that  was 
necessary,  because  nothing  but  sickness  or  absolute  necessity 
ever  keeps  them  from  school.  But  the  names  that  belong  on 
that  Roll  are  those  of  scholars  who  have  been  "neither  absent 
nor  tardy  during  the  term."     So,  if  a    scholar    is   unfortunate 
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enough  to  be  sick,  even  for  a  half  day  his  name  cannot  rightly 
go  on  the  list,  no  matter  how  much  deserving  he  may  be  in 
other  respects.  Scholars  to  succeed  in  school  and  to  keep 
up  with  their  classes,  must  make  it  their  most  important  busi- 
ness to  attend  the  sessions  regularly,  and  to  devote  the  time 
during  the  school  hours  to  faithful  study,  as  well  as  to  obedi- 
ence to  the  teacher's  wishes.  There  is  no  other  way  to  insure 
the  prosperity  of  a  school.  Teachers  and  scholars  must  work 
together  willingly,  and,  back  of  these,  the  parents  must  use 
their  influence  to  uphold  the  teacher  in  all  her  efforts  for  the 
good  of  the  school. 

The  Mast  Road  School  has  been  unfortunate  during  the 
winter  term  in  having  a  case  of  scarlet  fever,  the  scare  causing 
the  attendance  of  the  remaining  members  to  be  decidedly  ir- 
regular. Otherwise  there  would  have  been  quite  a  list  on  the 
Roll  of  Honor. 

The  Mast  Road  and  Point  Schools  have  undergone  quite 
extensive  repairs,  and  Packer's  Falls  has  had  its  share  as  the 
Treasurer's  report  will  fully  show. 

Now  it  remains  for  the  citizens  of  Durham  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  put  the  Village  school  house  in 
thorough  repair  and  see  if  it  can  be  made  comfortable  during 
the  cold  weather.  It  is  a  question  with  some  whether  the  fur- 
nace is  too  small  or  whether  the  chimney  is  at  fault,  but  one 
thing  is  very  evident  to  both  teachers  and  scholars,  that  the 
temperature  many  days  has  been  entirely  too  low  for  their 
comfort  and  safety.  Several  days  school  has  closed  altogether, 
and  other  days  it  would  have  been  belter  to  have  closed,  be- 
cause of  the  cold. 

The  building  leaks  in  many  places,  causing  the  plastering 
to  become  much  defaced. 

'Hie  rooms  are  well  equipped  with  maps,  apparatus  and 
working  materials,  and  now  it  remains  to  make  them  attrac- 
tive and  comfortable.  The  time  has  come  when  a  Truant  offi- 
cer has  become  a  necessity,  especially  in   the    Village  district.

Even  though  he  may  not  have  to  exercise  his  power  very  often, 
the  knowledge  that  such  an  officer  exists  will  act  as  a  whole 
some  restraint  upon  those  boys  who  habitually  absent  them- 
selves from  school  without  apparent  excuse.  The  School 
Board  has  the  power  to  appoint  a  Truant  officer,  but  it  de- 
volves upon  the  voters  to  adopt  a  set  of  resolutions  or  rules 
that  shall  make  his  office  effective.  There  have  been  many 
cases  of  absence  or  tardiness  that  would  not  have  occurred 
had  there  been  a  truant  officer. 

As  the  people  of  Durham  are  generally  noted  for  their 
intelligence  and  culture,  they  should  make  every  possible  ef- 
fort to  advance  the  prosperity  and  high  character  of  their 
schools.  '

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REPORT  OF  TREASURER 

OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  following  financial  statement  shows  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  school  funds  for  the  year  just  closed. 

As  the  school  houses  needed  some  repairing,  the  town 
voted  that  the  Board  make  necessary  repairs  and  hire  money 
for  same. 

The  school  law  requires  an  enumeration  of  school  chil- 
dren, and  also  an  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

.  The  Mast  Road  school  house  has  been  plastered  and 
painted,  and,  as  there  were  some  extra  seats  on  hand  they 
were  used  and  enough  more  purchased  to  make  out  the  num- 
ber required. 

At  the  Point  school  house,  the  back  wall  had  started  off; 
by  putting  rods  in,  this  was  brought  back  in  place;  the  walls 
were  kalsomined,  ceiling  whitewashed  and  seats  varnished, 
and  seats  have  been  put  in  the  entry. 

At  Packer's  falls,  the  walls  were  kalsomined,  ceiling 
whitewashed  and  seats  varnished. 

At  the  Village,  storm  windows  have  been  put  on. 

There  have  been  32  weeks  of  school  and  the  year's  ex- 
penses have  been  met.
